Petition Vanishes 

The petition was signed by a 
laige number. Then came the 
question as to who was to present 
it to the board of supervifsors. 
Somebody did, but no one seemed 
to know who. The supcrvi.sors did 
nothing about the matter and the 
jietition disappeared under circum¬ 
stances described as mysteiious. 

Now it’s different. There prob¬ 
ably won’t be any petition pre- 
.sented to the board of supervisors. 
It’s the department heads who are 1 
presenting themselves to the sup-' 
f-rvisors, one at a time, it is re¬ 
ported. asking for a readjustment 1 
of salaries of county employes. 

Biiard Favoralile 

The Journal learned from coun¬ 
tv officials that Supervisors N. E. 
VVest and John Mitchell are mak¬ 
ing an e.xtensive study of the sal¬ 
ary situation, and that a report 
may be made at the board meeting 
Tuesday. It is believed in county 
employe circles that a majority of 
I he board of .supcrvi.sors favors a 
readjustment of the salaries.

FLOOD CRISIS ANN HARDING 
PASTJlOW TO RE^WED 

Cold Wave Halts Rains Screen Star to Marry 
And Rivers Begin Symphony Conductor 

To Subside Janssen in London 


CHICAGO, (jn- The menace of 
dangerous floods in the Ohio and 
Mi.ssissippi valleys subsided today 
in the face of an advancing cold 
wave that checked protracted 
rains. 

High water still prevented many 
hundreds of families from reach¬ 
ing their homes in the lowlands 
and .some streams continued to 
ri.se, but ob.scrver.s said the ersis 
in most sections had passed. 

Indiana, Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
Kentucky, Ohio and Mi.s.souri were 
the states harra.ssed by the week’s 
ficods, caused by torrential win¬ 
ter rains. 

City and county officials at Pop¬ 
lar Bluff, Mo., .sheltered more than 
100 families who evacuated their 
flootled lowland homes. The tur¬ 
bulent St. Francis river ripped 
through levees in many spots, but 
liamage was slight and no lives 
were believed lost. Four national 
guard companies were assigned to 
the southeast Missouri flood area, 
where many major highways were 
blocked. 

At Seymour, Ind., state police 
recovered the body of Roy Dugan, 
nurseryman, from an automobile 
which had plunged into the flood 
waters of White river along U. S. 
Highway 50. 

Meteorologist W. C. Devereaux 
at Cincinnati predicted the Ohio 
river would recede after climbing 
near the 52-foot flood stage. 


River Flows From Tank 


They swing through the air . . . 

But not with the greatest of 
ease, for it’s a plenty tough job 
painting the huge million-gallon 
water storage tank near the Lin¬ 
coln school, A third of the tank’s 
contents had to be wasted so the 
interior could be painted. The 
water flowed down the street. 

A special crew of .skv-walkers 
has been engaged by the city of 
Santa Ana to paint the inside and 
outside of the great storage tank, 
which is being cleaned out and re¬ 
painted for the first time since it 
was built, in 1929. 

A lot of the kids at Lincoln 
school have developed stiff necks 
from watching the workmen swing 
up and down and around through 
the thin air as they paint the out¬ 
side of the water tank. Teachers, 
too, have had some trouble keep¬ 
ing the attention of the youngsters 


on their studies and not on the 
tank! 

The improvement work on the 
tank explains the huge amount of 
water which lushed down the 
streets in the eastern part of town 
yesterday afternoon and today to 
empty into the Delhi drainage 
ditch. It was estimated that it 
was necessary to waste about a 
third of the million gallons in 
emptying the tank for painting the 
interior. 

How much water the tank holds 
can be seen in the fact that the 
million gallons of water it con¬ 
tains is enough to give an average 
four-inch irrigation to 12 acres of 
laid. 

There’s a reason for painting 
the water tank a bright aluminum 
color. It’s done so that the rays 
of the sun will be reflected, and 


not absorbed to heat the water 
which is put in the city distribut¬ 
ing system. The interior will be 
painted, after cleaning, with a 
special water-proof paint. 

Distance from the ground to the 
bottom of the tank is 90 feet, and 
from the ground to the top of the 
tank about 140 feet. Being up in 
the air doesn’t make the sky- 
walkers up in the air, however. 
They’re used to sliding about in 
the thin atmosphere, seated on 
their swaying .leats, which are .sus¬ 
pended by cables from the top. 
It isn’t a job that the ordinary 
fellow would enjoy, however. 

Nor would the average fellow 
like the job of working down in¬ 
side the tank -or tripping lightly 
along the cross-braces 90 feet up 
in the air. But it’s all in the day’s 
work to the men who dangle down 
from the top of the tank.

Unionists began evacuation of 
factories which they had closed by 
means of "sit downs.” 

Ship owners who had 233 ves¬ 
sels tied up because of the 79- 
day Pacific coast maritme walk¬ 
out proposed to give members of 
seven striking unions another 
week to consider peace proposals, 
then call for a vote on acceptance. 
The walkout held 40,000 idle. In 
the offing was a possibility the 
employers would ask presidential 
intervention if other settlement 
devices failed.

Leaders of the gas employes 
union called 300 workers off their 
jobs at the Ohio Fuel Gas com¬ 
pany and the Northwestern Ohio 
Natural Gas company in Toledo 
last midnight because of unsatis¬ 
fied demands for a signed con¬ 
tract. 

A conference call bringing to¬ 
gether unionists and Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass company officials at 
Pittsburgh indicated possible prog¬ 
ress in adjudicating a flat glass 
workers strike. The walkout in¬ 
volved 6000 Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
company employes in five states, 
and 7000 Libbey-Owens-Ford Glass 
company workers.

He 
was taken to St. Joseph’s hospital, 
but his injuries were so bad and 
he had lost so much blood that 
efforts to save his life were futile.

Annual Meeting Staged 
Here Today By Local i 
Credit Group 

Favorable agricultural condi¬ 
tions in Orange county were re¬ 
flected today in financial and 
other reports made at the third 
annual meeting of the Orange 
County Production Credit associa¬ 
tion. 

Since organization of the asso¬ 
ciation, Secretary W. D. Millei re¬ 
ported to members today, the as¬ 
sociation hau actually advanced i 
an amount in excess of $1,485,000 ' 
to members. ' | 

.\pproved 158 Loans 
In 1936 the cooperative associa¬ 
tion approved loans in the amount ' 
cf $537,135 to 15S applicants, cov¬ 
ering practicallj' every tv'pe of 
farm commodity and livestock in 
the county. Citrus fruit to the es- 
tim.ated extent of 520.000 field 
hexes led the list. Lima beans with 
rn estimated production of 89.000 
bags was second, with other crops 
following. 

■■Repayment of loans has main-' 
tained an excellent record in that j 
we cannot see a less cf a single i 
dollar at this time on 1936 opera¬ 
tions,” Miller reported. ■■Of the 
158 completed loans invohing 
1936 crop security, only six remain 
with an unpaid balance in amount ■ 
of $13,725.82. With but one ex-1 
ctption. the security with which 
to liquidate this amount is in the 
warehouse. The one exception in¬ 
volves less than $325, and is now 
in the process of liquidation 
Other loans completed in 1936 
were IS livestock loaCiS in amount 
of $82,349 57 ’ 

Conditions on I’ptrend 
Crop and market conditions 
have been on the upward trend the 
past three years and this favor¬ 
able situation is taken into con¬ 
sideration in analyzing applica¬ 
tions for credit offerings, the re¬ 
port stated. 

A record of succeeding years 
of the maximum advances out¬ 
standing to members at any one 
time showed that in December, 
1934. the figure was $155,567,79. 
in June, 1935. it was $376,883.70. 
and in December, 1935, it was 
$284,289.44. 

Reports on Income 
‘■The agricultural income for 
Orange county in 1935 was 31 mil¬ 
lion dollars.” Miller reported, “and ■ 
a survey determined that nine 
million dollars of credit was used 
by agriculture and livestock pro¬ 
ducing that income. Of that nine ‘ 
million, it is estimated commercial 
loaning organizations advanced . 
three million, leaving a merchant 
credit of six million dollars. Ex¬ 
perience has proven that merchant 
credit is the most costly and dis- . 
appointing tj^pe of credit known : 
to agriculture. If every member 
will become interested in his co¬ 
operative credit association and 
expound the gospel to his neigh¬ 
bor as he should, the Orange 
County Production Credit associa¬ 
tion will become an outstanding 
factor in agricultural life of the 
county.” 

After paying all expenses, the 
association’s net earnings in 1936 
amounted to $5380. This entire 
amount was added to legal re- ‘ 
seiwes to protect investments in 
the association. At the end of last 
year the reserves, including the 
1936 earnings, amounted to $13,- 
963. Members owned $27,465 of ■ 
the association’s capital stock at 
the close of the year.

In 
his general report on conditions of ^ 
associations throughout the nation ' 
he said all associations are in fine 
financial condition. They have 
substantial reserves, and after but 
three years, members now own 
12H per cent of the capital stock. '

Intermediate Credit bank;' 
Springer Evans, representative of 
the Federal Land bank; Jack I 
Elakins, PCA field representative; ■

‘Streamlined Diplomacy’ 
Saves Editor Rospaw 


President Frank Rospaw of the 
California Newspaper Publishers 
association knew today what 
"streamlined” diplomacy means. 

’’Streamlining’’ is the theme of 
the publishers' convention at Sar. 
Jose. It also was the theme yes¬ 
terday of the Placentia editor who 
heads the assoc^ti^n. He used 
this modem means of breezi.ng 
through a bumpy session. 

The modem ’’streamlining" , 
tendency to present news and pic- ' 
tures in the simplest and most 
entertaining manner found a 
ready response from the 300 pub¬ 
lishers. both dailie and weeklies, 
including several officials from 
The Journal, in San Jose for the 
gathering. 

So enthusiastic were the news¬ 
papermen over the modem ideas 
presented that a spectacular sam¬ 


ple of verbal fireworks was 
touched off. At the first gen¬ 
eral session Dr. James F. Bursch , 
of Sacramento alluded in dispar¬ 
aging terms to some editors and 
their functions. \ 

He had no sooner sat down than 
Harry Webster of the San Ber- 
r.arUiijo Sqp and Telegram leaped 
to his feet, and advancing upon 
the speaker's table, challenged 
him on his statements. 

President Rospaw permitted 
Webster to finish his remarks and 
then made a statement calculated 
to smooth things over. Webster 
then leaped to his feet again. As 
some publishers and their wives 
left the room and others applaud¬ 
ed, he reiterated his challenge. 

That was when Rospaw used his 
"streamlined" diplomacy. He hur¬ 
riedly adjourned the meeting. 1

He 
indicated that Esquivel will con¬ 
tend he fired on Lopez in self de¬ 
fense after Lopez had shot at 'nim. 
This was revealed when he had 
subpoenas issued for four key 
witness 

Accotding to testimony at a 
prelimJnary hearing here Dec. 1. 
Esquivel was visiting at the ho.me 
of Hilario Paiga. 1030 Logan 
street, on the fatal night. Parga 
said the suspect s'.epped from his 
house; two shots were heard, and 
Lopez was found wounded in an 
alley at the rear. Lopez died 
seven months later in the county 
hospital. 

Dying Statement 
One subpoena ordered Floyd 
Dean, former Santa Ana police¬ 
man, to bring to court empty re¬ 
volver shells assertedly picked up 
at the scene, and "any guns taken 
from the person of Saivadore Lt- 
pez or from his home.” 

In asking a subpoena for Dr. G 
Wendell Olson. Attorney Thomp¬ 
son .said he has been assured that 
dying declarations of Lopez will 
not be introduced, and that he 
needs Dr. Olson's testimony in or¬ 
der to bring in the statement as 
evidence. He also asked Dr. Olson 
and Dr. Harry E. Zaiser. cou.nty 
hospital superintendent, to bring 
to court all medical records of 
Lopez’ treatment. 

Find Biirit-d Bullet 
A new twist to the case came 
today when Thompson subpoenaed 
Harry- Fink. Santa Ana assistant 
police chief, to bring a buiiet which 
Thompson contended F.nk and 
Charles Carrillo, court interpreter, 
dug out of a window sash at the 
Parga home within the past two 
months. He believes, he said, that 
the bullet was fired by Lopez. 

Esquivel, who assartedly fled 
from Santa Ana after the shoot¬ 
ing. was captured at Martinez. 
Contra Costa county, when he was 
arrested on a liquor violation 
charge and traced through his 
fingerprints.

Old city records 
show that on Feb. 15, 1908, the 
trustees authorized Marshal Her¬ 
mes to employ a .squad of detec¬ 
tives to wage warfare on ‘blind 
pigs’ within the city limits. 


Because of better equipment I 
and more per.sonnel, the state di¬ 
vision of forestry reduced fire 
losses in Orange county unincor¬

At the 
same time the estimated property 
saving in 1936 was $164,258, as 
compared with $85,335 in 1935. 

2000 Acre Rlaze

from $11,403 in 1935 to $6,315 
last year, the report .said. Scher- 
nian recalled that on Oct. 23, 1935, 
a desert wind storm spread a ser- 
ie.s of disastroii.s fires which burn¬ 
ed 2000 acres in one day.

He is highly respected in 
congress for his ability as a writ¬ 
er and becau.se of his exalted ideal¬ 
ism. His admirers among the 
Townsendites are legion. He has 
long been connected with tite 
Townsend movement, and should 
know the Townsend plan princi¬ 
ples. But his new bill indicates 
that he has not yet grasped the 
importance of the Townsend plan 
principle of enforced spending. 
The general public would have real 
reason to doubt the advisability of 
providing even $100 per month an¬ 
nuities to the aged at the cost of 
increased taxes, if there was not 
also the promise of regenerated 
business conditions resulting from 
a continuous flow of money 
through business channels. 

There will be those in congress 
who may give support to the Mc¬ 
Groarty bill because it makes no 
provision for a pension beyond 
$100 per month for the aged. 
Those who do not take into con¬ 
sideration the need of the whole 
social Older advancing to a new 
and higher standard of living, will 
think they are being generous in 
the advocacy of so large a pension. 
There will be a considerable num¬ 
ber among the aged who will think 
themselves fortunate in having 
the prospect of a possible $100 per 
month income. These will lend 
their numerical support and per¬ 
haps their financial ones to Mc¬ 
Groarty and his congressional bill. 
But it will avail them nothing. No 
congress of the near future will 
enact an old age annuity measure 
which gives promise of chiefly 
benefiting one class of society

As 
incentive to crime it is practically 
perfect and the "underworld” will 


Change the monetary system.

It’s as simple as that, according 
to Douglas Bronston, author and 
economist now living on Balboa 
Island. He was interested in The 
Journal’s editorial entitled "Re¬ 
move the Motive for Kidnaping.” 
So he gave his ideas on tlie sub¬ 
ject. 

"It is an error,” he said, "and 
to me ridiculous for anyone to 
suppose that the passage of a law 
making the payment of ransom a 
felonious offense would in the 
slightest deter or hinder kidnap¬ 
ing or .similar crimes. 

Wouldn't Work 

“Such enactment would only 
serve to place another barrier be¬ 
tween the forces of law and order 
and the already more than suffi¬ 
ciently distraught family or 
friends upon whom ransom de¬ 
mand has been made. 

“Would it sound presumptuous 
and bombastic," went on Bronston, 
"if I should tell you that I know 
of a means by which all crimes 
such as the kidnaping and murder 
of the Mattson child and the Lind¬ 
bergh baby could be prevented? 
Nevertheless, there is a very sure 
method of rendering them impossi¬ 
ble of accomplishment; one that 
would be vastly beneficial to all 
in many other ways, too.

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WEEK'S CITRUS REVIEW 


LOS ANGELES. (A’l—California 
oranges and lemons were sharply 
higher during the past week in 
the eastern and middle western 
auction centers. Demand was im¬ 
proved on both, and navel orange 
sales dropped off heavily. 

California navel oranges in the 
auctions were up 73 cents a box 
to an average price for the week 
of $3.54. Volume was 101 cars less 
than a week ago to a total of 184 
cars for this week. 

Lemons got up 71 cents a box 
to make an auction market av¬ 
erage of $5.57, while volume re¬ 
mained unchanged at 110 cars 
for the week. 

Official estimates of the damage 
to the navel orange crop and the 
lemon crop by the recent frosts 
range from 15 to 25 per cent. It 
is impossible to estimate this loss 
in cash, as remaining fruit is ex¬ 
pected to bring substantially high¬ 
er prices. 

The state department of agricul¬ 
ture is engaged in an energetic 
campaign to keep frozen fruit 
' from moving and is giving car 
numbers of doubtful fruit to fed¬ 
eral inspectors for action when the 
cars arrive at their destination, 
Frank M. Kramer, supervising in¬ 
spector, said today. A number of 
prosecutions have been started for 
violation of state laws concerning 
movement of such frozen fruit. 

Fruit inspectors say the law will 
not allow shipment of oranges 
where two segments show freezing 
or where 15 per cent of a carlot 
is frozen. 

W. C. Frackelton, general man¬ 
ager for the California-Arizona 
orange and grapefruit agency, 
announced next week's prorate at 
800 cars in Interstate commerce. 
This was divided as follows: 795 
cars of navels from southern 
California and 5 from central 
California. Interstate prorates 
were 225 cars of navels, 200 from 
southern California and 25 from 
central California. 

Frackelton said about 200 cars 
will be carried over In prorates 
from this past week, which will 
! make next week’s actual prorate 
1.000 cars of navel oranges from 
the slate. 

Pacific coast citrus markets 
were reported stronger today by 
the federal-state market news 
service. Supplies were mostly 
heavier in Seattle, Portland, San 
Francisco and Los /ingeles, with 
demand good. 

The California friut growers 
exchange, reporting on the market 
as a while, says; 

"Navel orange sales this week 
will be about 25 per cent lighter 
than last week but the average 
price will be about 33'.., per cent 
higher than last week. The 
lighter sales were due to lighter 
.shipments caused by the cold 
weather. 

"The grapefruit market is 
slightly higher on the Pacific 
coast. The lemon market was 
mt'ch stronger, with prices show¬ 
ing a fairly sharp advance. Cold 
and flu in other sections of the 


country was the

HUGE RACKET 
RING RAIDED 
IN EAST 


NEW YORK. (iW—Branded "the 
biggest swindle in New York," 
the $ 50 , 000 , 000 -a-year policy rack¬ 
et was badly jolted today in the 
wake of a dramatic series of raids 
throughout Harlem and the arrest 
of 70 alleged policy operators. 

Special Prosecutor Thomas E. 
Dewey, whose raids climaxed 16 
months of secret investigation, de¬ 
clared the major unit of the $50,- 
000,000 ring had been smashed. 

Other Units Quit 

Other units shut up shop yester- 
day, fearful lest Dewey's skilled 
"racket crusaders” • might strike 
at them next. Dewey said there 
were at least two other major 
ring.s, reaping a fabulous clail.y 
profit of pennies, nickels and 
dimes, and dozens of smaller op¬ 
erators scattered throughout the 
city. 

The rackets prosecutor said the 
numbers game was the biggest 
source of organized crime’s "sluch 
fund" with Indications that ap¬ 
proximately 750,000 persons in 
New York City were unwittingly 
contributing to the underworld 
fund—and being defrauded for 
their pains. 

In Harlem, where "the numbers" 
finds an enthusiastic following 
among the negro and Spanish- 
American population, they call the 
game the "poor man’s lottery." 

System Complicated 

The ring’s method of choosing 
the "winning” number is so com¬ 
plicated that many of the dev¬ 
otees to the arl of losing their 
money contend it must be hon¬ 
est; but Dewey asserted even the 
race track payoffs were fixed by 
men on the spot so that heavily 
played numbers would not turn up. 

Dewey’s chief captives, held un¬ 
der bonds of $50,000 and $20,000, 
respectively, were Joe Ison and 
Moe Weintraub. The special pro.s- 
ecutor charged that Weintraub 
was attorney for the ring, that 
Ison has a partner, Alexander 
Pompeii, who escaped, and that 
the pair, both of whom are West 
Indian negroes, had been in the 
business 20 years. 


Woman Collects 
Peace Prize Fund 


OLSO, Norway. lA*! An uniden¬ 
tified German woman arrived hero 
yesterday and collected the Nobel 
peace prize money recently award¬ 
ed to Carl von Ossietsky, invalid 
German pacifist. 

The Nobel committee turned 
over to her 1000 kronen (about 
$247) and transferred the balance 
—150,000 kronen (about $37,000) 
—to the German Kommerzenbank. 
The woman said she was traveling 
incognito. 

The German is secluded in a 
sanitarium under medical care, 
friends said, too ill to travel to 
Oslo to collect his prize. He was 
taken to the sanitarium after 
spending more than two years in 
Nazi concentration camps.

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Four-Year College Here Not Likely 

I N A LETTER bristling with fact, Dean D. K. Hammond 
of Santa Ana Junior college, one of the ablest educators 
in the Southland, responds to The Journal’s request for 
opinions upon the development of the county’s two junior 
colleges into a single 4-year institution. 

Opposing the idea, the dean points out that surveys 
show that the transition would neither promote general 
education nor bring about economy. He writes: 

As the junior college program has developed it is found 
that It should be general or terminal in nature inasmuch as 
about one-third of those attending junior college ever can 
or should go on with regular college work. In other words, 
the junior college is primarily a part of the secondary school 
system and should not put its major emphasis on college 
preparatory courses. All kinds of vocational and semi- 
professional courses should be developed in our junior col¬ 
leges to serve the big majority of our youth who do not 
have the ability or the inclination to undergo the long prepa¬ 
ration for the professions. 

* . * 

For some time the trend has been away from the estab¬ 
lishment of regular colleges. Dozens of the meagcrly en¬ 
dowed denominational colleges all over the country have 
given up the struggle to exist as four year institutions, dis¬ 
continued the senior and junior work and have become jun¬ 
ior colleges. Moreover, with practically all professions 
crowded and trends indicating that our population will be 
stationary by 1950, there would seem to be no need for more 
colleges and universities in ouc country. General education 
and specialized training will have to be provided for our 
youth by the junior college until business or industry can 
absorb them. 

# * • 

The first two years of college work can be carried on 
at about the same cost of instruction as in a modem high, 
the per capita enrollment per teacher being about the same. 

When the two upper years are added the per capita costs 
almost double and graduate work is seven times as costly 
as the lower division, according to reports of the University 
of California. Even if a community could afford to carry 
on a four year college it means finally that corresponding 
less money will be available for the state university, and 
question arises as to whether we want a large number of 
mediocre, if not inadequate, institutions supported by public 
taxation or one big university with adequate equipment and 
distinguished professors, one like the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, which is rated among the very best in the country. 

* ♦ * 

No community could start a four-year college without 
permission of the state legislature. For six years Sacra¬ 
mento has tried to secure permission to expand its junior 
college into a four year institution and each time has been 
refused. The State Board of Education which has author¬ 
ized many studies of our entire educational system has al¬ 
ways recommended against it. I see no chance for Santa 
Ana or any other community to secure a four-year institu¬ 
tion under present conditions. 

Dean Hammond’s comment discloses an expert knowl¬ 
edge of the situation. He has the facts. 

His analysis makes it seem unlikely that this county 
will ever be the home of a full, accredited 4-year college. 

Many men have two excuses for becoming 
soused: One because they are full of cheer, the other 
because they are full of gloom. 

Crime News 

S IXTEEN-YEAR-OLD Austin Ryan of Mount Vernon, 
N. Y., wept as he told police yesterday that lurid news¬ 
paper and magazine accounts of the sordid kidnap and 
murder of young Charles Mattson impelled him to emulate 
the warped and crime-rotten fiend who horrified the 
nation this week. 

Austin attempted to “shake down’’ the sorrowing 
father of a classmate who had disappeared from home. 
He demanded $10,000, just like the big shots of the 
“snatch racket.’’ 

The question of what to do with crime news has long 
vexed the fourth estate. The yellow journals and tabloids 
smear their pages with filth and sensational news. The 
more conservative papers “play it down,” make it as in¬ 
conspicuous as possible. 

Crime news should be treated like any other news. 

It should be given the space it deserves for the news that 
is in it. 

For every weak child who is lured into crime by 
lurid accounts of wrong-doing, there will be ten, fifty, 
a hundred who are horrified. These will be powerfully 
turned away from wrong if the plain, brutal facts are 
told, without glossing over or evasion. 

Let’s tell the truth. Let’s kick crime out into the 
open, where it can be stamped on. 

Germans must choose between food and muni¬ 
tions. How about compromising on grapeshot? 

Fight for Honesty 

T wenty per cent of our modern crime is the work of 
persons who have not reached the voting age, ac¬ 
cording to the estimate of John Edgar Hoover, FBI 
director. 

One-fifth of our most deadly outlaws, our murderers, 
our machine-gunning desperadoes are little beyond child¬ 
hood. We agree with Mr. Hoover when he says it’s high 
time we did something about it. 

The police, G-men and state authorities can do a lot 
toward capturing criminals. The schools can do a little 
toward educating children against taking up a life of 
crime. Society can see to it that no one is forced to steal 
because of dire poverty. 

The rest is up to the parents. 

“When the youngster begins to show disrespect for 
law and order,” says Mr. Hoover, “you can be sure that 
he learned something of that attitude at home, or that 
those in his home failed to keep him in the right company 
and isolated from bad examples.” 

We must teach our children that adventure lies not 
along the road of violation, but that there are adven¬ 
tures in honest endeavor—greater ones, laudable ones, 
happy ones. 

They should be taught to fight for honesty.
